IS  "DIGGERS’1  A  MICHIGAN  TOKEN? 


From  Norman  G  Peterson  LM#2  in  Big  Rapids  Mich  comes  this  inquiry. 
Upon  recoiv&ng  the  TAMS'  Journal,  Part  II,  of  Aug  1975,  his  locally 
used  token  came  to  mind,  and  Norm  writes  us  : 

"Stephen  P  Alpert  would  classify  this  token  as  an  amusement 
machine  token,  but  is  it  more?

This  token  is  uniface,  brass,  25mm,  and  incused  is  FREE  PLAY/ 
DIGGERS/FREE  PLAY  It  was  used  by  a  traveling  arcade  at  the  Mecosta 
County  Pair  (Mich)  in  1970.  I  suspect  it  has  been  used  at  hundreds 
of  locations  throughout  the  country.  I  suspect  that  tokens  of  this 
type  abound.  My  special  interest  is  that  it  was  used  in  Mecosta 
County,  May  a  transient  merchant  token  used  in  Michigan  be  classified 
a/a  Michigan  token?  A  player,  if  he  wished  not  to  keep  a  certain 
prize,  would  he  given  one  or  more  tokens  good  for  replay.11

Mr  McLellan  sent  tx^o  tokens  as  a  donation  to  our 
Mich-TAMS  mailbid  auction,  and  listed  Mich  cigar  tokens  0  He  X'jrites  : 

,}I  collect  tokens  that  name  a  cigar  by  the  brand  name,  like  the 
BROWN  BROS.  DETROIT,  FONTELLA  CIGARS  tokens.  Who  knox^rs  hox«r  many 
different  tokens  the  Brown  Bros,  issued?  I  know  of  four  that  all  have 
the  same  obverse,  but  are  in  different  metal3,  or  have  different 
denominations.  They  are  t!5!t  in  white  metal,  ”10"  In  white  metal,  5T10” 
in  brass,  and  n25u  in  copper.  These  are  different  than  Mich  #1  listed 
by  Miller,  so  there  are  5  cliff,  that  I  know  of,  Jerry  McLellan.” 

COAL  SCRIP  TOKENS 

Michigan  is  not  thought  of  as  being  a  coal  producing  state,  but 
a  recent  acquisition  of  CLARENCE  ZIEGLER  LM#8  should,  be  of  interest 
to  coal  scrip  collectors.  The  pieces  are  a  1^  white  metal  and  a  5^ 
brass  of  Verne  Coal  Co.,  Saginaw,  Michigan.  They  are  counter stamped 
PMCO. 

Betx^een  20  and  30'coal  companies  had  operations  in  Michigan 
during  varying' periods ,  from  early  1900 Ts  to' mid~19i|-0  fs .  Operations 
were  in' Auburn,  Bay  City,  Caledonia,  Corunna,  Flint,  Henderson,  Owosso* 
Saginaw,  Sebewaing,  St  Charles,  and  possibly  other  locations. 

Coal  company  scrip  of  Georgia,  Louisiana,  and  Michigan  are  lacking 
in  most  collections.  Until  now  no  Michigan  pieces  were  known  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  collector,  but  now  2  pieces  are  part  of  a  trade  token 
collection. 


SOUTH  HAVEN  TRADE  SCRIP 

CLIFTON  A  TEMPLE  #396,  our  Mich-TAMS  VICE- PRES,  is  also  an  avid 
collector  of  Michigan  Depression  Scrip,  and  has  sent  us  a  xerox  copy 
of  a  very  scarce  issue.

Tfemple'1  s  xerox  shows  his  note  to  be  in  exceptionally  fine  con¬ 
dition,  with  the  reverse  completely  filled  with  merchants  trade  stamps 
The  note  says  Series  A,  is  numbered  1987*  and  is  signed.  This  note 
is  very  much  alike  in  appearance  to  the  Howell  and  Cadillac  trade 
notes  of  that  same  period  of  time.
